President  and  took  great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  Ladies’  Committee  received  with  much  regret  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Morrison,  through  ill-health,  and  express 
their  appreciation  of  her  helpfulness  during  the  past  13  or  14 
years.  Mrs.  Martyn  kindly  consenting  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Linen  Guild. — The  Committee  beg  to  thank  Mrs. 
Nosworthy  and  her  willing  helpers,  whose  Fund  has  been 
able  to  supply  Household  Linen,  and  Patients’ Garments,  etc. 

Sewing  Party- — Many  useful  garments  have  been  made 
during  the  past  year  through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Gill  and 
her  Sewing  Party. 

Wireless- — The  Wireless  Set  presented  by  Miss  Wes- 
tenra’s  Dawlish  Operatic  Society  last  year  continues  to  give 
great  satisfaction  to  the  patients  who  are  well  enough  to 
listen  in  and  helps  to  pass  pleasantly  many  a  weary  hour. 

Special  Efforts. — The  Committee  are  very  pleased  to 
announce  that  all  the  special  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital 
have  been  generously  responded  to  and  in  some  cases  records 
have  been  obtained. 

Pound  Week — 563|  lbs.  and  £5  2/G  (provisions  and 
necessaries).  The  money  received  has  been  expended  in 
further  provisions  and  necessaries  for  the  Hospital. 

Egg  Week — 3742  eggs  and  cash  2  19/-.  Cash 
spent  on  water  glass  and  fresh  eggs. 

Hospital  Fete. — This  year  the  Fete  was  held  at  Lea 
Mount  by  the  kind  permission  of  the  L.D.C.  It  was  an  ideal 
site  and  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  large  attendance  of 
over  1850  during  the  afternoon  and  evening.  After  a  strenu¬ 
ous  afternoon  the  grounds  were  illuminated  by  Mr.  C.  Culmer 
Hodges,  manager  of  the  Electric  Light  Company,  which 
enabled  an  open-air  dance  to  be  held.  Mr.  Paul  Belinfante’s 
Band,  by  kind  permission  of  Mr.  Wilson,  played  selections 
during  the  afternoon  and  Mrs.  Lambshead’s  Band  provided 
the  dance  music.  Mrs.  Nosworthy  very  kindly  defrayed 
the  expenses  of  the  Band  during  the  afternoon  and  Mrs. 
Lambshead’s  gave  their  services  free  for  the  dance  in  the 
evening.  The  net  sum  of  £14G  4/5  was  collected  for  the 
Funds. 

Tennis  Tournament. — This  annual  event,  arranged  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Symes  and  their  helpers,  again  brought  in  the 
good  sum  of  ^9  2/4  for  the  Hospital. 


Flag  Day,  held  on  August  Bank  Holiday,  brought  in 
the  record  net  sum  of  £53  6/1.  The  Ladies’  Committee 
and  their  helpers  are  greatly  to  be  thanked  for  their  splendid 
effort. 

Jumble  Sale* — The  sum  of  £24  14/9  was  realised  at 
the  sale  by  the  Ladies’  Committee  and  their  willing  helpers. 
The  Committee  beg  to  thank  all  those  who  sent  contributions. 

The  Extension  Scheme  for  the  Hospital  — In 

March  the  house  adjoining  the  Hospital,  No.  12  Luscombe 
Terrace,  became  vacant,  and  this  was  acquired  by  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  it  being  considered  necessary  to  enlarge  the  present 
Hospital  for  its  present  need. 

On  Oct.  22nd  a  public  meeting  was  held,  by  the  kind 
permission  of  the  Proprietor,  at  the  Scala  Theatre,  with  Mr. 
Hughes,  chairman  of  the  U.D.C.,  in  the  chair,  when  it  was 
explained  that  to  connect  the  new  house  with  the  present 
Hospital  would  cost  £1000.  It  was  proposed  and  seconded 
that  a  subscription  list  should  be  opened. 

The  Committee  are  very  grateful  for  the  generous 
response  from  the  town  and  neighbourhood,  which  resulted 
in  the  sum  of  over  £1100  being  collected  by  the  end 
of  the  year.
